bicycle law in its full text, and bicycle 
riders who read THE Sux saw that tbe 
lantern clause bad not been passed.

Consul George A. Perkins of tbe Massa- 
chusetts division, L. A. W., the obnoxious 
bicycle lantern regulation Tvas put out of 
tbe way. This lias been broucbt about by 
the enactment of tbe act uTrcsrulaLe Hie 
use of bicycles and similar vehicles. 
This 


neu- law—it does not po into effect until 
.Inly 14—repeals all previous laws, city or 
town ordinances bearing on the matter, 
anJ also prohibits the future enactment 
o[ similar 
lawa 
hy town or city au- 


thorities. 


Tbe new act is the outcome of the Du- 


rant bill, but superior to the Durant bill as 
first proposed. 
\Vhile rfiKulatimj speed of 


bicycles lo 10 miles an hour, it permits of 
road racing hy allowing those in authority 
lo urant special permits for faster riding. 
It also provides that a boll shall be carried 
upon al! bicycles; defines, a bicycle, a side- 
walk and a park. 


Xot a word is said about a lantern, and 


consequently the lantern ordinances of tbe 
Xewtons and other places are of no fur- 
ther importance. 
Tbe bill is one that meets the approval of 
all cyclers,and is about the only bill passed 
by the legislature that is of direct benelil 
to the wheelmen. 


While one may rido the streets without a 


Isnttrn, he must not ride iu th 
parks of 
Boston without one, as the

IT IS DESIGNATED HIS POLITICAL 


TESTAMKNT. 


He Invites All to Enter the Fold of 


the Church. 


HOWE. June 21.—The following Is 
i 


forecast of Pope Leo X Ill's jubilee eucy 
tlical letter, or political testament, th(- 
moHt important document he has drawn 
up, rind probably the luat work of muKni- 
tude which he will be able to give lo the 
world. 


The encyclical has been npproved by R 


committee of tlio college of nardinalB ami 
will «Uon,ly be prGTuiiltratcit. 


Tho luttiT commences with recalling 


the rucent demonstration, upon the occn- 
eion of the jubilee of his holinesH, ri.- 
evidence of Catholic unity, and snj'fl thiil 
imitating Christ, who, on the eve of bis 
ascension, pruyt-rJ that, hia disciples he 
Dniteri, he (the pope) at the ond of hiH life 
desires to invite all mrn, without distinc- 
tion of nice or country, to enter tbe 
church. 


Referring to the heathens, he pray* that 


God will increase the number of devoted 
missionaries, who will continue to propa- 
gate the faith. 


The encyclical then deula with Christian 


countries nnd expresses the grief of the 
pope at the schisms 
nnd animosities 


which have torn flourishing countries 
from the bosom of tbe church, and tbe 
bope ia expressed tbnt diviue picy and 
omnipotence will bring them back to the 
fold. 


The pope then addresses the eastern 


churches, recalling the /net that their an- 
cestors recognized the Roman pontiff, 
admita that they nre well disposed to- 
ward Catholics, and promises that their 
rites and patriarchal privileges will be 
ninintained in the event of union with 
the Roman Catholic church, concluding 
with repeating the words of Lhf Greek 
liturgy, praying for the end of schism. 


An Aprinnl to Prnteslmils. 


Hig holiness then appeals to prote^tnota, 


and points out that they have no fixed 
riila of faith nor authority aud asserting 
that many of them even deny the divinity 
of Christ, the inspiration of the scriptures, 
and end by fulling into naturalism nnd 
materialism. He names enlightened prot- 
esUnts who ended by returning to Cnth- 
ailciHm and exhorts others to return to 
the church, in order rlmt all may have 
the same fnith, hope and charity, based on 
the en me gospel. 


The cnclieycal proceeds to refer to the 


movement in certain countries against 
the church, enjoining Catholics to shake 
off sloth in view of this hostility, ond to 
lubmit entirely to the tutelage of the 
church, whose mission it in to teach and 
to legislate in regard to things falling 
under its jurisdiction, without being snb- 
eervient to any and at the same time ex- 
citing the envy of none. 


According to the encyclical the church 


can pursue the jyork of guiding men In 
the fulfillment of their duties, as k Is 
animated by the spirit of accord toward 
thp civil powers, find —illi-yly concludes 
compacts with them. 
The pope even 


make* a veiled reference to the frlvi.ioii 
between church and state In Italy, by de- 
ploring the revival of acts of oppression, 
; 


which animated ancient royalties against 
the church. 


l'~rce Mmonry Condemned. 


HU holiness condemns the Free Masons, 


claiming that they are the enemiei of re- 
ligious unity, and eppeclally denounces 
their so-called audacious activity in Rome 
Further, he calls upon Italy and France 
tn shake off the despotism of Free Ma- 
sonry, in order that religious concord may 
pxcrtiise the evils of war, holding thot 
Europe presents the appearance, rather 
than tberealiiy, of peace, and that edu- 
ciition in hnsbiindry, the arts and com- 
merce is seriously menaced. 


The encyclical concludes with recalling 


the former encyclical of the pope on the 
social question, declaring that liberty and 
the people catj be made to harmonize wilh 
power and the rulers, whatever form of 
government exists, as the right to com- 
mand nnd the duty of obedience proceed 
from God, to whom the rulers muse ac- 
count for their stewardship. 


The pope strongly appeals to the latter 


to foster rcligiivus union in order thnt the 
clopc of the present century niny notre- 
ecmble the stormy end of the last cen- 
tury.
